Reac- 
tion to this type of’ campaigning 
can only serve to lower public 
opinion.

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Ching Requests Separate Glee Clubbers

“It seems reasonable to suppose 
that we have now reached a point 
in the development of our jun- 
ior college program wherein the 
establishment of a separate jun- 
ior college district becomes fi- 
nancially. desirable,” stated Su- 
perintendent of Schools J. Fred- 
eric Ching in a letter to Frank 
Wright, associate superintendent 
of public instruction and chief 
of the division of school adminis- 
tration, Sacramento. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
board of trustees of the Salinas 
Union High School District, Dr. 
Ching outlined the history of the 
Salinas Junior College, estab- 
lished by action of the board of 
trustees in 1920, and thus operat- 
ing on the union high school dis- 
trict tax base—at the present 
having an assessed valuation of 
$60,000,000. Recent addition of 
Hartnell, with its 140-acre cam- 
pus, and its extensive buildings 
and shop equipment has required

considerable funds in eapital out- 
lay, Dr. Ching explained. 

“It is true,” Dr. Ching went 
on to say in his letter, “that un- 
der our present financial arrange- 
ment we receive not only a tui- 
tion fee for the education of stu- 
dents living outside of the Salinas 
Union High School District, but 
also, according to law $65 per
